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FOREWORD 


MY  present  sale  will  afford  to  those  who  have  attended  my 
previous  sales  an  opportunity  to  acquire  pieces  of  similar 
quality  and  rarity  to  those  that  I  have  exhibited  in  the  past  at  The 
Anderson  Galleries.  As  far  as  I  was  able  I  have  varied  the  collec- 
tion, which  covers  the  whole  period  of  Colonial  furniture  from  the 
second  half  of  the  seventeenth  century  to  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  and  there  are  some  fine  English  pieces  of  the  same  periods 
which  always  harmonize  with  Colonial  furniture. 

An  unusually  fine  assortment  of  Chippendale,  Hepplewhite  and 
Sheraton  chairs  is  included  in  sets  of  six  and  eight,  and  in  pairs. 
There  is  also  an  English  Jacobean  wing  chair  covered  in  genuine 
crewel  embroidery  of  the  period,  with  mahogany  and  walnut  book- 
cases and  scrutoires;  maple  and  walnut  highboys  and  lowboys;  a 
handsome  group  of  mirrors,  including  some  of  the  Hepplewhite 
period  with  gilding  and  festoons;  tambour  and  slant-front  writing 
desks,  dining  tables,  inlaid  sideboards  and  bureaus.  An  item  of 
great  interest  is  a  small  oak  dole  cupboard  with  ebonized  baluster 
spindles  and  ornaments  similar  to  those  found  on  the  Connecticut 
chests. 

Some  of  the  pieces  when  found  were  in  need  of  repair,  and  where 
this  has  been  done  it  is  stated  in  the  catalogue.  I  also  guarantee 
the  attributions  which  have  been  made  for  the  furniture.
